But if a man be not 
fully Maſter of his Body and - Complexion, 
it is impoſſible © but it will ſhew him many 
a ſlim Trick: For fo far forth as we are 
ſubje& to the ſnggeſtions of the Body, we 
are captivated in Fate and Ignorance, and 
muſt be ha pee to the Impoſtures and 
Mockeries of this vain World, - and fall fo 
far ſhort of the deſirable liberty of the Sons 
of God.

& 7 Our Letter of the 6th Inſtant I have re- 

ceiv'd. I thank you for your pains to in- 
form me in any thing, wherein you imagine [ 
have been miſtaken, tho I think t'at in ſome 
things you miſapprehend my meaning. 

You affirm in the firſt place, That the Primi- 
tive Church in the public Worſhip of Almighty 
God, did always ule a Liturgy, or Form of Sa- 
cred Words, namely, the Lord's Prayer, the Pſalms, 
and the Gloria Patri. 

As for the Pſalms, I ſay the ſame with you; 
and I think that I have proved it beyond contra- 
diction, pag. 5, 6. of my Book. 

As for the Lord's Prayer, I ſay alſo, and have 
proved it, p. 36, 37, 38. That it was ordinarily 
and commonly uſed, and no more; if ſo much

We 
are taught: to wait for God's Spirit 19 move ts tO 
the performance of any thing He would have us 
to do ; but we are taught alſo to believe, that 
God's Spirit is always 1cady to aſſiſt the Szzcere, 
thoſe who deſire above all things to do His Will, 
to worſhip Him 2 Spirit and in Truth, in Saying 
or Hearing the Words of our Lit#rgy in the 
Congregation. The very moment that any Soul 
truly devout waits for or expe the aſſiſtance of 
the Spirit of Chriſt, to help her to perform any 
known Duty towards GOD, or towards Man, 
ſhe never fails to receive it. Concerning the

We know not what we ſhould pray for as we ought, 
but the Spirit it ſelf maketh nterceſſion for us, QC.

* Church, that had not been true, neither had 
* they been ignorant what to pray ; nor ſhould 
* they have needed the help of the Spirit to 
© teach them, p. 245- To this I anſwer, That it 
is impoſlible that any man ſhould atually know as 
they ought to know the ſence or meaning of any 
word in the Lord's Prayer, but by an afral In- 
fluence of the Divine Spirit upon his Heart and 
Mind. I muſt therefore proclaim to all the 
World, That it was the Spirit of Error which 
ſuggeſted theſe words to R. B. * If this Prayer

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© they have needed the help of the Spirit to 
© teach them. By what I have already ſaid,it ap- 
pears,that if by theſe words, our Adverſaries, &c. 
| p: 264. he means all thoſe who worſhip God ac- 
cording to the Engliſh Liturgy, he's very Uncha- 
ritable: © Our Adverſaries, ſays he, whoſe Reli- 
© gion is all, for the molt part, ovr-ſide, and ſuch

© tural Will and Abilities ; as they can preach, ſo 
© they can pray when they pleaſe, and therefore 
© have their ſet particular Prayers, 
Anſw. We acknowledge, that we can never 
pray as we ought, but by the afliſtance of the 
Spirit of God, but his Aſſiſtance is always ready 
for us : If at any time we fail of it, we our 
ſelves are the cauſe we have it not. As to ſet 
particular Prayers, we own no Prayer but the 
Lord's Prayer, further than the ſenſe of it is im- 
plied in ſome part of that Compleat Body of Yo- 
cal Prayer, that Divine Summary or Breviary of the 
Expreſſions of all holy Deſires, p. 266. * Becauſe 
© this outward Prayer depends upon the inward, 
© 25 that which muſt follow it, and cannot be ac: 
© ceptably perform'd , but as attended with a 
* ſuperadded Influence and Motion of the Spi- 
©rit : Therefore cannot we prefix ſet times to

cannot be a Tempting of God, to depend upon 
him for his gracious Aſſiſtance to do his Will : 
And It is his Will, that in our Religious Aſſem- 
blies we ſhould uſe Words in Prayer ; © When 
* ye pray, ſay, Our Father, &c. Luk, 11.2. p.268. 
* To delire a man to fall to Prayer ere the Spi- 
© rit, in ſome meaſure, leſs or more, moye him 
© thereunto; is todefire a man to ſee before he 
© open his Eyes. That is an irreverent Expreſſi- 
on: To fall to Prayer ; but moſt certainly it is our 
Duty to call upon all men, who profeſs Chriltia- 
nity, to obſerve the Tiracs of the Public Wor- 
ſhip of Almighty God , and to teſtifie to then, 
that if they will ſincerely truſt in God for 
Chriſs ſake to aſlilt them by his holy Spirit, they 
ſhall never fail of his gracious Aſſiſtance ; He will 
help their Infirmities, and enable them to cry, 
Abba Father, Rom. 8, 15, 26. P. 275. © As for 
© the formal cuſtomary way of Singing, it hath 
© in Scripture no foundation, nor any ground in 
© true Chriſtianity ; yea, beſides, &c. Avuſw. If 
by the formal cuſtomary way of Singing, he mean that 
way of Singing Pſalms in AMerre, or the,reading 
of them in proſe, which the Church of England 
is accuſtomed unto. Iris a groſs Errour to ſay, 
there is no foundation for it in the Scripture ; 
Have we not received.a Precept from. our Bleſſed 
Lord, by his, Apoſtle, to fong and make melody in our 
Hearts to the Lord ? And can there be any. better 
means to do this, than what the Apoftle preſcribes 
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in theſe words, Speaking ro your ſelves in Pſalms, 
and Hymns, and ſpiritual Songs ? Can there be an 
better Pſalms, &c. than thoſe which were moſt 
certainly and unqueſtionably compos'd by Di- 
vine Inſpiration ? *© Yea, ſays he, beſides all the 
© Abuſes incident to Prayer and Preaching, it 
© hath this more peculiar, That oftentimes great 
© and horrid Lyes are ſaid in the fight of God; 
© for all manner of wicked prophane People take 
© upon them to perſonate the Experiences and 

Conditions of bleſſed David, which are not 
* only falſe as to them, but alſoas to ſome of more 
© Sobriety, who utter them forth ; as where they 
<© will Sing ſometimes; Pſal. 22. 14. My heart s 
* like wax, it is melted in the midſt of my bowels. 
*Ver.,15. My ſtrength s dryed up like a potſheard, 
© and my tougue cleaveth to my jaws, and thou baſt 
© brought me into the duſt of death. And, Pſal, 6. 6. 
© I am weary with my groaning ;, all the night make 1 
* my bed to ſwim ;, I water my couch with my tears. 
© And many more, which thoſe that ſpeak know 
*to be falſe, as to them. To this I aniwer, 
That all the Prayers of wicked prophane People, 
that is, of thoſe who perſiſt in their Wickedneſs, 
whatever words they uſe in Prayer, are an abomi- 
nation to the Lord. What then? Muſt they be 
forbid to pray ? No ſurely : But in Praying they 
moſt ceaſe to be wicked. And indeed, it 1s im- 
poſhble that any wicked man ſhould ceaſe to be 
wicked before be begins to pray. Prayer has al- 
ways that Priority to ceaſing to be wicked, which 
Logicians call Priority of Nature, Before any man 
can be juſtly eſteemed to be a Member of any 
Chriſtian Aſſembly or Congregation,he maſt pro- 
feſs, that he beljeves the Holy Scriptures were writ- 
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” tenby DjvineI»ſpiration,and conſequently thatthey 
8 —_ nothing but Truth. Andalſo, that he re- 
folves by the help of God, to take the Truth 
therein contained to be the Rule of his Life and" 
Converſation. If he be 5#ncere in this Profeſſion 
(and God only can jndge whether he be ſo, or 
no, unleſs he violate his Profeſſion by ſome no- 
torious contrary PraCtice) then molt certainly he 
has in his Heart thoſe Holy Deſires which are 
expreſt in the Lord's Prayer, And as for the 
Pſalms, | pray God to make all the Adverfaries 
of the Church of England duly ſenſible of this 
molt important Truth, That though indeed 
there are many Paſlages in them, which none of 
us can apply to himſelf, as to the Particularity 
of his own Perſon, yet there is not one Paſſage in 
the whole Book, but what every trueChriſtian may 
and ought to apply to himſelf, upon account of the 
Communion of Saints, of the relation He has to the 
Head, and to every ember of the Holy Catho- 
lick Church which is in Heaven, or in Earth.: 
So that every Expreſſion in the Book of //alms, 
every ſiacere Chriſtian (1o far as it is intelligi- 
ble unto him) may uſe as the Means to ſtir 
him np to Sing and make Melody in his Heart to the 
Lord ;, to form, ſuch Thoughts and Actions as 
ſhall be moſt acceptable to God through our Lord 
Jeſus Chriſt. Certainly, every Man that is con- 
firm'd to the” Image of the Son of God, who was all 
his days here upon Earth, A man of Sorrows, and 
acquainted with Grief, I ſay, every Sincere: Chri-, 
ftian does molt certainly poxr out his Soul before 
the Lord, in ſach AﬀeCtions as are here expreſt 
Mn the words of the F/almift, My heart ts like wax, 
it 1s melted in the midſt of my bowels, &'e, 1 am high- 
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ly delighted with many Paſſages in Robert Barclay's 
Apology, particularly with this, p. 370. * It is 
© plain, that men that are taken with Love, whe- 
© ther it be ofa Woman, or any other thing, if 
© it hath taken a deep place in the Heart, and 
© poſſeſs the Mind, it will be harid for the man 
©{o in Love to drive out of his Mind the perſon 
© or thing ſo loved : Yea, in his cating, drinking, 
© and ſleeping his Mind will always have a ten- 
© dency that way ; and in Buſineſs, or Recreati- 
t ons, however intent he be in it, «there will but 
© a very ſhort time be permitted to paſs, but the 
© Mind will let ſome Ejaculations:forth towards 
* its Beloved, And albeit ſuch a one mult he 
© converſant in thoſe things that the Care of this 
© Body and ſuch-like things call for, yet will he 
© avoid, as Death it ſelf, todo thoſe things that 
© may offend the Party ſo beloved, or croſs his 
* Defign in obtaining the thing ſo earneſtly deſi- 
©red, tho* there may be ſome {mall uſe in them:

No wonder, that he who 'makes fo plaia a 
Profeſſion that he kmows mor GOD, diſcovers 
here ſo groſs ignorance of the Nature of the 
Will of Man, in reſpe&t of which, i « written, 
That Man was made in the Image of G6 0 D. As 
GOD alone is his own H-p2efr, fo GOD a- 
lone is the True Happineſs of Man; ihat is 
to ſay, is the True and Proper Satisfa. ion of 

/ his Will, or Rational! Appetite. Fingte Ovjefts af- 
fected, or inclined unto by the IVi7, unicfs in 
Reference to GOD are All but LVonity and Vex- 
ation of Spirit , even thoſe that are molt ſatiſ- 
factory to the Serſi:ive Appetite. + There be ma- 
© ny that ſay, Who will ſhew us any Good ? 
*LORD lift thou up the Light of thy Coun- 
© tenance upon us, P/al. 4. v. 6. There is none 
* good but one, that is God, Mat. 19. 17. 

© Then could there be no Voluntary Act a- 
s gainſt Reaſon. The Conſequence is a Noto- 
rious Falſechood : For the Will is defin'd to be 
a Rational Appetite, not that it always follows 
Reaſon, but that it is. of ſuch a Nature that it 
can never be in any meaſure truly ſats/ycd, bur 
by the Acceptance of thoſe Objedts, which by 
Reaſon, or the Under ſt anding influenced, with the 
Truth, are propounded unto it. All ſuch Ob- 
jects are no other than the various Medes, or 
ways of enjoying God, who is All in All, 
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Chap. 10. © Covetouſneſs of great Riches and 
© Ambition of great Honours are Honourable, as 
© ſizns of Power to obtain them. 

© Nor does it alter the Caſe of Honour, whe- 
© ther an Action, ( ſo it be great, and difficult, 
© and conſequently a fign of much Power, be juſt, 
© or unjuſt; for Honour conſiſteth only in the 
© Opinion of Power, Therefore the Ancient Hea- 
© then did not think they diſhonoured, but greatly

6 Tupiter, as his Adulteries, &c. 

Baſeſt of Mortals! who endeavoureſt to fix 
the greateſt Diſgrace, even upon the Name of 
Honour, which has been ever us'd by the beſt 
Orators, as one of the ſtrongeſt Inducements to 
Tut and Noble Aftions, Tidymes 53 oghyorras Tins, 
Ariſtot. Topic. 6. ©* The Ancient Heathen, @c. 
Was there ever ſach an impudent Sophilter ! 
Would he not here inſtnuate into the Thoughts 
of his unwary Rezders, that the generality of 
ſome of the*molt conſiderable of the Learned 
Heathen, did ſhew that their Souls were fallen 
into that ire, which His ſo long walowed in ? 
"Tis true, ſome of the Poets amongſt the Hea- 
then were as wanton and impure in their Imagi- 
ration, as laſcivious and profane in their Writings, 
as T, Hobbs*; Encomiaſt, Ab. C. But were not 
the moſt Eminent of the Ancient Philoſophers; _ 
yea, and many of the Heathe: Poets of another 
mind ? Does not Ariſtotle ſay expreſly, Ethie. 
Lib. 4. Cap. 3+ Ovx tiyd” ay id4 Tiuhs dQ, $avaG 
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oy. Tis *Apeas 33 Abaor n Tia. xi d myewerut TÞ1; Ajafts, 
© He can never be worthy of Honour, who is 
© addicted to Vice; for Honour is the Reward 
© of Vertue, and is given to Good and Vertuous

* pood Man is truly Honourable What ſays the 
Wiſet of the Latin Authors, 2M.

© are never able to accompliſh their Deſires; for 
© they do whatſoever their Luſts prompt them 
© unto, whilſt by thoſe courſes, by which they 
© gratifie their ſenſual Inclinations, they hope to 
© attain to that Good which they deſire, but they 
© never attain thereunto-; for tis impoſſible that 
© Villany ſhould approach to True Happineſs. 


It is moſt evident, by T. H. his own words, 
Chap. 11. (* Felicity is a continual Progreſs of

© to the latter) that he was one of thoſe of whom 
Plato ſpake, when he ſaid, The Wicked exerciſe 
their Luſt s, but are never able to accompliſh their De- 


ſwes. 


Chap. 14. © The Right of Nature, ſays T. #, 
© which Writers commonly call Jus Natzrale, is 
* the Liberty each Man hath to uſe his own Power 
* as he will himſelf, for the preſervation of his 
© own Nature; that is to ſay, of his own Life ; 
© and conſequently of doing any thing which in 
© his own Judgment and Reaſon he ſhall conceive 
© to be the apteſt means thereunto. 

Here he expreſſes a plain contempt of the 
words of our Bleſſed Saviour, and conſequently 
before all the World renounces his Chriſtianity. 
Luk. 14. 26, If any man wi!l come to me, and bate

got his Father and Mother, and Wife, and Children, 
and Brethren, and Siſters, yea, and his own Life alſo, 
he carmmot be my Tiſciple. It is manifeſt and un- 
queſtionable, that by a Man's hating his own life, 
we arc to underſtand his abhorring Te Preſerva- 
tion of it by any Unlawful Means : Whereas this 
Ind»ſtrious Agent for the Kingdom of Darkneſs 
would have vs believe, that a man may do any 
thing by the Right of Nature, which he conceives 
to be the aptalt Means to preſerve this tranſitory 
Life, which Heathens have been willing to part 
with, rather than they would violate their Faith. 
What would the brave Regulus have thought of 
this Philoſopher, falſely ſo call'd ? I flame with In- 
digration againſt the Spirit and Geri of ſuch an 
Enemy to Chriſtianity, that has named the Name 
of C»riſt, conſidering the many Excellent and 
Chriitian-like Sentences I read in the Verſes of 


ſome Heathens, as well as in the Writings of the 
Stoick;, and other Phyloſophers, particulafly in 
his Verſes, who was ſo much rakes with Regal $ 
Fidelity to his moſt cruel] Enemy. How like a 
Chriſtian does he write of a Good Man ? Carm.

As for T. H. his Mad Conceits concerning Lj- 
berty and Neceſſity, his aſſerting, That the HOLY 
ONE is the Cauſe of all Sinful Purpoſes, &'c. ſince 
they are ſo” generally abhorr'd even by thoſe Per- 
ſons who aſſert ſuch Propoſitions, from which the- 
ſame molt execrable Concluſions may be inferr'd, 
I think it not requiſite that I ſhould ſpend any 
time in animadverting on them in theſe Papers: 
And as for thoſe Propoſitions from which 1 ſay 
ſuch black Concluſions may be inferr'd, * I think 
I have plainly refured them by the Trath I have 
demonſtrated in my Latin Papers againſt Janſc- 
miu and Calvin, whoſe Followers, I hope, will 
for the future be the more enclin'd to relinquiſh - 
thoſe wretched Opinions, ſeeing them in the 
company of ſo many Helliſh Conceits of that 
moſt horrid Monſter, the Father of the Leviathan.

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* fie his Will, they are not unproperly term'd 

* God's Meſfengers ; that is to ſay, his Angels. 
What does he think of the Angel we read of 
2 Kin. 19. 35. Ad it came to paſs that night that 
the angel of the Lord went out, ard ſmote in the camp 
of the ffſyrians an hundred. fourſcore and five thou- 
fand : and when they aroſe early in the morning, be- 
bold, they were all dead corp: This was a pretty 
ſtout Accident of the Brain, that could ſlay in one 
Night 185000 Men. No doubt there was an An- 
gel (an Evil one) in the Brain of T. H, without 
ſuch an Aſſiſtant he covld hardly have hammer'd 
out ſo many 1 i:bolical Imaginations, Near the 
Concluſion of this Chapter he has a Z ucid Inter- 
val: © But, ſays he, the many places of the New 
* Teſtamenr, and our Saviour's own words, and 
*in ſuch Texts wherein is no ſuſpicion of cor- 
© rvption of the Scripture, have extorted frem 
* my feeble Reaſon an Acknowledgment and 
© Belief, that there be aiſo Argels ſubſtantial and 
* permanent. 1 pray, Reader, obſerve theſe 
words, Have extoried from my feeble Reaſon ;, ſee 
how he diſcovers Lis Croſs Humour and Averſe- 
eſs, from a due compliance with the Judgment of 
the Churchof God. He reproaches his Reaſon 
for fallirg under the power of a Great Truth, 
which he had ſuch a mind to cppoſe. By theſe 
words in the ſame Chapter, —- * Where by the 
© Spirit of God is meant God himſelf; he pro- 
vides a Sophiſtical! Evaſion *for himſelf and his 
Diſciples, in caſe he or they ſhall be charged 
with the Macedonian Hereſic. That young Stu- 
dents may not be impos'd on by-pcerſons more 
likely to deceive them than T, H. by their per- 
verſe Interpretations of Texts of Scripture,

God, I ſhall moſt earneſtly beſeech them to pe- 
ruſe theſe Books of the admirable Saint Baffl, 
viz.

As for that wicked ſtuff which he delivers 
Chap. 42. in a pretended defence of his curſed 
Aſſertion, That we ought to deny our Saviour

© Prince ; it has ſuch a ſmell of Brimſtone, thar 
I abhor to recite it, or ſay a word to any one 
that undertakes to vindicate him herein : But 
the Lord rebuke thee. His calumniating of the 
Holy Martyrs makes their Wounds as it were to 
bleed afreſh ; and this will make his Memory to 
look horrid and ghaſtly to Poſterity. 

To his wicked Paradoxcs concerning the word

* Chap. 34. T. H. has theſe Mad Expreſſions :

© one another, as if a Man ſhould fay an incor- 
© poreal Body, But Chap. 25. he has a Lucid In- 
terval : © To worſhip God, ſays he, as inanima- 
A © ting or inizabiting ſuch an Image or Place, that 
? 1 © is to ſay, an Infinite Subſtance in a Finite Place, 
A © is Idolatry. Here he acknowledges, that God 
of is a Subſtance Irfinite, and conſequently Incorps- 
'Y real. This Acknowledgment, the force of ſo 
great a Truth, (to uſe his own words) extorted 
from his feeble Reaſon.

Chap. 46. He puts Hell and Pargatory together, 
as if the Exiſtence of one were no more credible 
than of the other : * What is all the Legend, ſays 
© he, of Fictitious Miracles in the Lives of the 
Saints, 
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*Saints, and all the Hiſtories of Apparitions and 
* Ghoſts, alledg'd by the DoQors of the Church 
© of Rome, to make good their DoQtrine of Hel 
© and Purgatory, the power of Exorcifm, and 
© other DoCtrines, which have no warrant, nei- 
*ther in Reaſon nor Scripture. In the 44th 
Chapter he has provided a comfortable ſtate for 
the Reprobate, after the ReſurreQtion, inſtead of 
that ſtate of ineffable Torments, which all true 
Chriſtians acknowledge to be ſignified by the 
Torments of Hell. * The Reprobate, ſays he, 
© ſhall be in the eſtate that Adar and his Poſterity 
© were in after the Sin committed. The Wicked, 
* ſays he in the ſame Chapter, heing left in the 
© eſtate they were in after Adam's Sin, may at 
© the Reſurrection live, as they did, Marry, and 
© give in Marriage, and have groſs and corru- 
* ptible Bodies, as all Mankind now have, and 
© conſequently may engender perpetually after 
© the ReſurreQion, as they did before. 


Are not theſe pleafant Conceits for that ſort 
of Men, who would fain have the Fear of Felt re- 
moved out of the way, whilſt they rurn every one 
to his courſe, as the Horſe ruſheth into the Batrel ? 
But the fear of Death and Hell they ſhall never 
be able to ſhake off, let them do what they can :

And now I doutt not bnt the mgennous Rea- 
der wilt concurr with me in the Indignation I 
conceive againſt the moſt intolerable Impudence 
of a late Writer, who pretends to ſet forth an 
Hiſtory of the Life of 7. .

what is it but to provide, that the Corps of one 
that dyed of the Plague may lye in ſtate, that People 
coming to behold it may contract the /nfef1on ? 
If this Author go on to publiſh any more Books 
to as ill purpoſes as he has done this, whatever 
height of Learning and Eloquence he may attain 
unto by the continuance of his Studies, he will 
certainly deſerve no. better CharaFer than that 
which was given by Yelleius Paterculus to C, Curio, 
Hiſt, lib. 2. Homo Ingeniofiſime Nequam, & Facun- 
dus Malo Publico. Mot jult is the (ſeverity of the 
Cenſure paſt upon this moſt Infamous Writer, 
by the moſt Reverend Archbiſhop of Armagh : 
© The catching of the Leviathan, Chap, 1, Thus 
* we have ſeen how the H»vbian Principles do 
© deltroy the Exiſtence, the Simplicity, the Ubi-

Now, concerning this Aſſertion, 1 cannot chuſe 
but ſay, that had I not been acquainted with 
the Works of that Author, eſpecially thoſe rela- 
ting to Religion, I ſhould exceedingly wonder 
at ir, becauſe it ſuppoſes Men never to look into 
their Bibles ; which is the thing it would per- 
ſwade. 

In the 21ſt of Matthew our Saviour asks the 
Jews this Queſtion, Did ye never read in the Scri- 
ptures ſuch a thing ? A Queſtion which I muſt re- 
peat to the Aſſerters of this Dodtrin » Did they 
never read in the Scriptures the Sinfulneſs, the

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Danger, the Hainouſneſs of Infidelity ? Snrely 
he that runs may read it. 

His Lordſhip's Exercitatio in Thome Hobbii Phi- 
loſophiam, printed at Oxford 15656. prov*d a moſt 

ectual Antidote againſt the Plague of the Hob- 
bian Errors, which at that time began to fpread 
moſt dreadfully. 


Since I had fitted theſe Animadverſions for the 
Preſs,there came to my Hands a Book, entituled, 
An Anſwer to 4 late Book publiſht by Dr. Bramhal, 
late Biſhop of Derry, called, The Catching of the 
Leviathan. 1 wiſh ſome Learned Man would 
Publiſh a Reply to it, to vindicate the Honour 
of that moſt renowned Prelate, If the Charge I

Tho* I grant, that the Trnth of thoſe Seven 
Propoſitions may be known without external Re- 


velation, yet 1 aſſert, That *tis Tcn thguſand- 


times more eaſie to com? to that Knowledge by 


the Revelation which Alcmghty God has given-v$ "> Fr: - 
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in the Holy Scriptures than without it : And 
therefore we ought to give continual Thanks'to 
the God of Truth, for vouchfafing to us ſo great 
a Bleſſing. The Seventh Propolition is this : That 
when we err from the Rules of our Duty, we ought 19 
repent, and truft in God*s Mercy for Pardon, What 
it is to Repent no Man ſhall ever pra#ically or ef- 
fefnally underſtand, unleſs he be taught of GOD : 
And *tis Ten thouſand times more likely that ſuch 
a Man will be taught of God, who with an honeſt 
Heart reads or hears the Holy $cripiures, than he 
who is altogether ignorant of them, or who ha- 
ving read them will not believe that they were 
written by Divine Inſpiration. To Repert is to 
ceaſe to live unto our ſelves,and to live unto Him 
that dy'd for us, and aroſe again ; of which Re- 
pentance we become capable only by the Death of 
Chriſt, whom the Holy Scriptures call the Lamb 
{lain from the foundation of the World. The Anoltle 
ſays expreſly, 2 Cor. 5.15. That he died for all, 
that they which live ſhoutd not henceforth live unto 
themſelyes, but unto him that died for them and roſe 
«gain, In the Ninth Chapter of the Epiſtle ro the 
Hebrews are theſe words : If the blood of bulls, and 
of goats, and the aſhes of an heifer ſprinkling the unclean 
{anttifieth to the purifying of the fl:f, how much more 
ſhall the blood of Chriſt, who through the eternal ſpirit 
offered up himſelf without ſpot to God, purge your con-' 
ſcience from dead works to ſerve the lrvingood ? From 
this Conceſſion of the Deiſts, That God is infi- 
nitely juſt and inſiaitely merciful, I infer, That 
His Hatred to Sin,and his Love to Sinners,are both 
Infinite.

to receive the True Good or Intelleftnal Satufattion, 
but only by Repentance, or turning of their Wit or 
Intelletual Appetite to God, as to its principal or al- 
timare Objett. It implies a contradiction to ſay, 
That InfiniteWiſdom could contrive a better way 
than this to bring Sinners to Repentance, viz. to de- 
monſtrate to them, that tho? the Hatred which the 
great and good God has to every Sin is Infinite, 
nevertheleſs his Love to every Sinner capable of 
Repentance is alſo Infinite : And this demonſtra- 
tion of the Infinite Juſtice, and Infinite Mercy and, 
Goodneſs of God thoſe that believe the Goſpel clear- 
ly perceive in the ſacrifice of the Death of Chriſt. 
Whatſoever we find in the Holy Scriptures con- 
cerning the Death of Chriſt ,and the Benefits which we 
receie thereby, is moſt perfealy agreeable to all

_Anſw, Certainly it was molt pertinent to our 
Lord's deſign, that we ſhould worſhip the Father, 
Son, and Holy Ghcft, as the-Only True God;, and 
this we cannot do, unleſs we belieye Him to be 
Eternal.
